Building New 


Lodge on Farm 


SPRINGFIELD (UP*—Gov. S trat­ 
ton is building a new lodge on a 
IOO 
foot 
bluff 
overlooking 
the 
Sangamon River on his farm north 
west of here, the 
United Press 
learned today. 
The contractor for the lodge said 
its cost would be about $40,000, 
but an aide to the governor said 
the price would run less than that. 
Construction of the lodge was 
started this week by Carl Rodemer, 
a Greenview contractor who spe 
cializes in “custom ” houses. 
Rodemer hoped to complete the 
lodge by Christmas* but Stratton 
said it might be April before the 
building was finished. 
The lodge will be “a place to 
spend weekends or entertain our I 
friends,” Stratton said. 
The lodge will be 40 feel by 70 
feet and its exterior will b. lim e­ 
stone and redwood. 
The bluff on 
which it is being built is situated 
at a bend in the river and thus per­ 
sons atop the bluff get a good 
view up and down the river. 
Stratton’s iarm totals about 530 
acres, a large part oi it in oak 
and other tim ber and untillable 
land. 
A tenant operates the farm 
and lives in a house on it. 
The governor has a herd of Aber 
deen-Angus cattle on the farm, plus i 
a few shep and geese and a n u m -1 
ber of riding horses. 
He also has anchored in the river 
on the farm a small, flatbottom 
houseboat powered by an outboard ! 
motor. 
The farm was quite run-down 
and much of it was overgrown with 
brush when Stratton bought it, but 
he has made many improvements j 
on it, clearing brush, constructing 
small ponds for w ater conservation 
and putting a new roof on the barn.

at the 
farm, riding 
horses and 
cruising on the river in their house 
boat.

which resulted in the court-mar­ 
tialing of Col. John Nickerson. 
Added to this inter-service row 
were the retarding factors of a 
curtailed budget plus the fact that 
McCarthy-type investigations dis­ 
couraged scientists from working 
for the government. 
Six weeks ago, on August 31, 
this column flatly reported: “ Rus­ 
sia will launch the artificial sat 
ellite ahead of us. 
This may be 
shot into space as early as Sep­ 
tember 17, the 100th anniversary 
of Konstantin Tsiolkovskv’s birth. 
Taiolkovsky has been publicized in 
R u s s i a 
as 
‘father of 
space 
flights’.” 
Actually, 
the 
Russians 
came 
very close to their September 17 
target. 
They were 17 days late. 
On September 17, being not quite 
ready, they made an announce 
men! that it would 
be launched 
soon 
It went into the air Octo 
ber 4. 
It was announced at the White 
House that we were in no race 
with Russia. 
This, however, is 
just not true 
Actually we were 
in a desperate race.

ARMY VS. NAVY 
Here is the backstage Pentagon 
hassle which helped us to lose out 
to 
Russia regarding 
man’s first 
break with the planet earth. 
In 1954, the U. S. Army at Red­ 
stone Arsenal, Ala 
was working 
on “ Project Orbiter” under the di 
reotion of Dr Fred Singer of the 
University of Maryland. 
The ac­ 
tual name of Army’s earth satel­ 
lite was “ Minimum Orbital Un­ 
manned Satellites of Earth,” or 
“ Mouse.” 
The Army was making excellent 
progress when Pentagon politics 
intervened, and the project was 
turned 
over to the 
Navy. 
The 
Mouse was largely discarded and 
the Navy began working on its 
own “ Vanguard.’’ 
New designs 
were drawn up. 
Meanwhile, Dr Singer’s discard­ 


ed Mouse design was pretty much j 
made public for anyone to read 
about—including the Russians. Life 
Magazine and 
various scientific 1 
journals carried blueprints. 
The : 
satellite was 
not 
considered 
a I 
military weapon. 
Ironically, as the Russian sate!- ! 
lite z o o m e d across the United | 
States 
bringing world kudos to 
Soviet science, American scient­ 
ists say it is a * irtual carbon copy 
of our discarded Mouse,

Whether the Russians copied it 
is not known. 
But certainly they 
had every opportunity to, merely j 
by buying U. S. magazines. 
Note—Reason for switching the 
satellite from the Army at Red­ 
stone to the Navy was partly the 
feeling that the Army leaned too I 
heavily on German scientists; sec­ 
ond, the fact that industry has lit­ 
tle control over the Army’s scien­ 
tific operations.

SLOW-MOVING VANGUARD 


Here is what’s been happening 
to the Navy’s Project Vanguard. 
A total of $110,000,000 has already 
been spent, and two tests made. 
They were satisfactory. 
The sat- 
tellite is a 3-stage affair, with the 
No. 2 and No. 3 stages now com­ 
pleted, but fhe all-important No, I 
stage — that necessary to get the 
satellite off the ground—still un­ 
completed, 
This test was scheduled for one 
month ago, but has not come off. 
One difficulty is that half a doz­ 
en or so government agencies are 
all in on Project Vanguard and it 
is so bogged down in government 
red tape that naval research peo­ 
ple have recently been conferring 
privately 
with 
Dr. Wernar Von 
Braun, the German expert at Red 
stone Arsenal. 
Von Braun has 
now told the Pentagon that the 
Army could launch the once dis­ 
carded 
Mouse in 
two to four 
months. 


BRANDING THE MOON 


The United States has lost so 
much scientific- face recently that J 
government scientists ar* now de­ 
termined to beat the Russians on 
at least one thing—reaching 
the 
moon. 
They are now working on “Op- 
eratiton Fireside.” a 4-stage re­ 
search 
rocket 
which 
Ford will 
Punch from a General Mills pias 
tic balloon. 
The rocket will travel 
4,000 miles into spac^, and by 
modifying 
the rocket, 
scientists 
believe they could add a 5th stage 
which would take it to the moon.

Symington Lists 
5 Soviet Shocks 


ST. LOUIS (U.F) — Sen. Stuart 
Symington (D-Mo.) called Russia’s 
satellite the fifth major scientific 
“shock” that Communist country 
has dealt the U. S. since the A m er­ 
ican 
atomic 
bomb 
monopoly 
in 
1949. 
Symington, speaking M o n d a y 
night before Jewish War Veterans 
here, listed as previous “shockers” 
the atomic and hydrogen bombs, 
jet bombers and the intercontinen­ 
tal ballistic missile developed by 
Russia. 


“Now comes the tilth, the satel­ 
lite,” he said. “ It proves that some 


of us have been wrong In our be­ 
liefs about the Russians. 
If our 
policy does not change we are in 
grave danger of losing our coun­ 
try.” 


Symington, former secretary of 
the Air Force, said American peo­ 
ple are beginning to “w onder” over 
Washington’s past confidence that 
the United States would take a 
strong lead in the satellite field. 
His words were echoed by Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt Jr., form er Dem­ 
o c ra tic 
congressman 
from 
New 
York, who called the successful 
satellite launching a “rude awak­ 
ening” for this country.
